I recently put up 


two plywood walls around the 


area in our basement where the 


washing machine and dryer are 


located, making a kind of en­ 
closed laundry room 
The regular concrete sides of

I painted both the

a regular white paint, but now 


I notice that the uneven pram of 


the plywood is beginning to show 


through 
Will another coat of 


the same paint cover this ef­ 
fectively*’ 


Or is it true, as my wife sug­ 
gests. that I shouldn't have used 
plywood for a laundry room be­ 
cause of the dampness paused 
by the washer and dryer1 


ANSWER: Your wife is cor­ 
rect in one respect 
Washers 
and dryers do exude a certain 
amount of moisture — especial­ 
ly the dryer But if it was prop­ 
erly installed, the dryer should 
lie vented to the outside to pre­ 
vent excessive moisture inside 
the house 
Even if it isn’t, the chances 
are this has nothing to do with 
the condition you describe — 
which D known as face-check­ 
ing The latter results from the 
failure to seal woods with wild 
grain, a characteristic of f i r 
plywood It is especially notice­ 
able when only a single coat of 
paint has been applied 
The proper finishing of fir ply­ 
wood calls for the use of a spe­ 
cial sealer, followed 
by 
two 
coats of paint 
Ask your hardware, paint or 
lumber yard dealer to give you 
the type of sealer made espe­ 
cially for use under paint rath­ 
er than under a clear finishing 
material It will not be neces­ 
sary for you to remove the old 
paint 
Sand it lightly, wipe off all 
traces of grit and apply a coat 
of the sealer When it is thor­ 
oughly dry, sand it again — 
very lightly — wipe off, then
